■Senator Vest's Contribution to 
f History. 

' .The Hon. George Granam Vest hia 
been a member of the United States 
Senate so long that moat people had 
torgotten hia connection with the 
Senate of the Con federate States. Mr. 
Vest reminded the country ol It recent 
ly. when he rose to correct a state 
nn.nt about the historic conference in 
Hampton Roads, in 1864, txtwem 
President Lincoln and Alexander 
Stephens, Vice President of the con- 
federate government; K. M. T. Hun- 
ter and Mr. Campbell. Mr. Stephens 
and hia associates came to the confer 
ence with the Mrs that some advan- 
tage for their government might be 
obtained form it. Gettysburg, the 
year before, had really decided the is- 
sue of the war, but the Confederate 
representatives had built their hopes 
on the fiction that the North was 
weary of the straggle snd might evtn 
grant the South independence to end 
It. Mr. Tillman, In a speech in the 
Senate recently, had repeated the old 
story that at the Hampton Roads con- 
ference Mr. Lincoln wrote the words. 
“Save the Union," on a blank sheet 
ot paper and told the Southern com- 
missioners to fill in their own condi- 
tio* ol pence. Senator Vest said that

When bate beard- 
less youth I drank tbe cap of defeat at 
Appomattox and w*aol those "allow- 
ed to retnrn to his home not to be 
disturbed by tbe United States au- 
thorities so long aa they observed 
their parole and the laws in force 
where they resided." From that day 
to this there never has been an honr 
when I would willingly emit an op- 
portunity to do honor to the memory 
ol the Immortal who lorebore to add 
to the harden of onr sorrows then. 

No true soldier can deny to the II- 
lnatrlona men whoa mortal remains lie 
here the possession of all the qualities 
of a great commander. The man who 
died at Mt. McGregor was never envi- 
ous of the Captain who won battle lor 
him and he sustained them loyally In 
the field. No ignoble emotions came 
to him In the honr ol triumph. He 
did not take time alter the collapse at 
the little Virginia .village to pass 
through Richmond, the price for 
which armies had ao long contended, 
but hurried direct to Washington to 
begin tbe disbandment ol tbe army. 
He was called to tbe highest civic 
rank on eaith. The gaze ol the 
world beat in upon him there and 
found no atalu.”

But Mr. Vest, while not 
prugent at the conference, knew that 
Mr; Lincoln had done rolhlng ol the 
sort. Both Mr. Stephens and Mr. 
Hunter bad told the Senator just 
what had occurred. Mr. limiter an- 
nounced that he and his associate* 
were instructed to consider no pro- 
position that did not involve the in- 
dependence ol the Confederate States, 
whereupon President Lincoln said the 
conference might as well terminate at 
once, tor nothing but abiolnle and un- 
conditional surrender would be accept- 
ed from what be called "tbe Rich- 
mond government." Aa Alexander 
Stephens passed out. Old Abe said tn 
him according to Senator Vest: Steph- 
ens, you are making a great mistake. 
Yonr government ia a failure and 
when the crash cornea, as it soon 
innat come, there will be chaos, and 
disasters which we cannot now foresee 
come to yonr people.” 

Senator Vest's version has the ear- 
marks ol truth. It gives ns Lincoln 
aa we know him — resolute, firm, tol- 
erant, and kindly. It was the same 
Lincoln who said of the war in his 
second inangural address: "Yet, if 
God wills that it continue until the 
wealth piled by the bondman's >50 
years ol anrtqnited toll shall be sank, 
and until every drop ol blood drawn 
with the lash shall be paid by another 
drawn by the sword, aa waa aald 3,- 
000 years ago, to still it must be said. 
"The judgments of the Lord are true 
and rightious altogether. "Such a man 
never had it In his aoul to let the South 
make terms ol peace which should de- 
cide the fate of the bondman and 
might lay the tiaiu for a future ex- 
ploaion. There is a pathos in Sena- 
tor Vest's reflection that iu a very 
short time he will join the majority, 
but it suggests to survivors of the war 
period that unless they add their re- 
collections to the general innd of in- 
formation, history will be written 
wrong.

of a country are going to govern tL

In March, 1849, a terrific cyclone 
swept through Butler county destroy- 
ing mnch valuable property, and the 
path of which la, In the remaining 
forest, well marked to this day. 

The winter ol 1863 occurred the 
heaviest snow fall ever known in 
Kentucky. The level fields were cov- 
ered to a depth of three feet, and the 
drifts were from five to seven feet in 
depth. 

New years day 1864 was the coldest 
ever experienced in the South. 

In 1875 cloud-bursts occurred in 
Ohio, Grayson and Butler counties, 
doing much damage to property and 
resulted in the greatest flood of the 
century in the local streams. 

(n 1888 occurred what haa since been 
known as the great "Dakota Bliz- 
zard,” which swept the country East- 
ward to the Atlantic ocean,

Ground or crushed bone la a good 
form In which to give lime. 

The nests should bo nrrnnged so that 
the fowls cun walk in on them. 

I Iran la n better feed for fowls than 
coru lieenuae It contains more iiitmgeu. 

An excellent feed for young chicks la 
cracked or coarsely ground wheat for 
the first week. 

A cock that fights nnd picks hts 
mates every time they are fed Is not 
a good breeder, and few of Ills heus’ 
eggs will ever batch. 

Cane or sorghum seed can he fed to 
fowls to guod advantage. It stimu- 
lates eg* production and In many ways 
is good to use for variety. 

For a good breeder select a rooster 
with plump, full breast, broad ocrosa 
the back, wide between tbe legs uud 
Unit crows often, loud uud long. 

It Is a good plan to mnte up the 
fowls enrly. for occasionally one of the 
heus will want to sit during the win- 
ter, aud It will be beat to have tbe eggs 
ready.
